Overdue book crunch 


© We are re-running this story due to some serious 
errors printed in the story in our last issue 


For those who have that library book sitting on the 
shelf collecting dust, take note. That old saying, “I'll re- 
turn it tomorrow,” just does not stack up with the 
library 

All books returned one day past the date stamped in 
the front of the book are overdue. All books not physi- 
cally returned to the library are overdue. All overdue 
books accumulate a 15 cent fine per day per item 

When 20 days have elapsed and the book is not re- 
turned, the library computer system generates what is 
called an “overdue reminder,” a courtesy note from the 
library saying that the book is accumulating excessive 
use fees 

If the book has not been returned by the seventieth 
day, the library then assumes the book has been lost. It 
iS at this point that a “billing notice” is issued. The bil- 
ling notice includes the cost of the book, the maximum 
book fine of $10 and a $6 service charge 

If the book ts not returned afier the billing notice 1s 
issued, a hold is placed on the student's record 

For those students who think they can sneak 
overdue books back on the shelf, Kim Harrington, the 
library assistant II, says the library has a double »ystem 
to check books. All books returned to the library are 
given a second stamp underneath the due date stamp

Harrington is well aware that the library does make 
mistakes. If a student claims a book was returned on 
tume the library will search for that book six times. For- 
tunately, fees will not accumulate during the time used 
to conduct the search 

Mary Yu, a business major, said, “I think the library 
should be a little more careful.” The library claimed Yu 
had an overdue book. After talking to the librarian, the 
book was cleared. “The library was very cooperative in 
dropping the fine,” Yu said 

“You have to remember that you (the book bor- 


rower) are not the only one who needs that book.” Har- 


rington said. “Fines are a deterrent to keep everyone in 
line.” 


According to Harrington. the library is in a difficult 
position. “We're between a rock and a hard piace,” she 
said. “We are here to serve the students but we also 
have to adhere to policy collection maintenance.” 

Fach library in the CSU system has its own policies 
All policies are made by the chancellor's office. The 
money collected for overdue books does not go to the 
library but to the state general fund 

Harrington said, “We don't care about your past re- 
cord. If you had an excessive amount of fees before, it 
doesn't matter. All we care about is today.” 

She continued, “We don’t want to sound like ogres 
We're here to help the students more than anything 
else.”

The trip is sponsored by the California State Student 
Association. CSSA Legislative Director Paul Knepprath 
downplays the possible effects the lobbying will have on 
Congress, but he says the trip serves a very valuable 
purpose as an information gathering tnp for CSSA 
Knepprath said the focus of the trp will be on financial 
matters, “CSSA has sent lobbyists back every year for 
SIX Or Seven years, but for the last five years the lobbying 
has centered on financial matters.” 

Finance becomes an even more important issue in 
the face of the Gramm-Rudman balanced budget act 
The law requires a zero deficit by 1991, and in Reagan's 
proposed 1987 budget, student Financial Aid stands to 
sufler a $1.3 billion cut. The cuts will occur mostly in 
student guaranteed loans, in the form of stricter eligibil- 
ity requirements. Besides cutting student financial aid, 
the Reagan budget cuts many domestic programs and 
boosts defense spending, space exploration, and drug 
and law enforcement 

According to a spokesperson for the Office of 
Budget Management though, Congress can choose to 
approve the Reagan budget, amend it, or throw it out 
and draw up one of their own. That last choice appears 
to be the probable choice now 

On the Reagan budget, Knepprath comments: “I 
think the cuts should be fair — I’m not saying defense 
should be cut, just that defense and domestic programs 
should be balanced.” 

CSSA 1s financed by a portion of each student's reg- 
istration fee and regularly lobbies for student interests on 
the state level. Recent efforts of CSSA involve an on- 
campus child care campaign, and reform of college en- 
trance exams

The “Day of the Land” is used to show support for all 
people under occupation and to show that Israel is taking 
away the Palestinian identity. It recalls a March 30, 1976 
strike by the Palestinians resulting in the death of six 
Palestinians, dozens of injuries, and hundreds of arrests 

Many groups on campus helped to sponsor the event 
and had members there to give solidarity. Delmar Stevens 
of the Big Mountain Support Group, talked about the 
Native American struggle conunuing in America. “The 
relocation of Navajos in Arizona and the deportation of 
Palestinians in Paiestine is the same,” he said. “To remove 
them is genocide.” He added, “Without people like us 
struggling for freedom | think the United States would 
forget what it is.” " 

Hassad Salem, also speaking for the General Umon of 


Palestine Students, spoke against what he called “get tough 
and iron-fisied” Israeli policies depriving the Palestinians 
of their homeland 

According to Salem, “Day of the Land” is a day to 
voice ther anger and speak against oppression, violence 
killing, imprisonment and deportation. “Land Day ts .ur 
nation’s hope,” he said 

Student Senator Taeisha Weh spoke for the Human 
Rights Committee. She expressed solidanty and spoke 
briefly on the continuing struggle in South Africa 

According to Saleh, “Day of the Land” and the 
olidarty talks were part of a nationwide program on 
college campuses. Besides speakers, the event featured 
traditional songs, dances and food. An information table 
held books, newspapers, cassettes, shirts and filvets about

During her 30- 
minute presentation, which was 
followed by a question and answer 
penod, the audience rallied together 
and gave enthusiastic support for her 
fight against sex discrmmination 
Craft was often interrupted by 
laughter and applause. One such 
moment was when she told a story 
using “Valley Girl” siang, abouta 
phone call from a student. The girl 
wamed hclp in searching for a job in 
broadcasting, but didn’t really know 
what journalism was about or what tt 
took and meant to be a reporter

Craft said, “It seems to have become 
that newsrooms all over America are 
filled with two types of people.

Craft placed herself in the latter 
category. “I am proud to say that at 
age 41, after 12 years in TV news that 
my priority 1s still getting the story 
and getting it right,” said Craft. “That 
is my number one priority and as soon 
as that changes I'm out of here.” 

Craft explained how important it 
was for students to understand the 
role of television in today’s society. 
“Television 1s the pervasive media in 
all history,” Craft said. “The Ameri- 
can public and people all over the 
world indeed make their decisions, 
political and other types, based in 
greal measure On types of images that 
come aciuss the screen.” 

“It's my profound understanding 
and belief that we in television news 
have a sacred trust to fulfill when we 
bring vou a newscast every day. Our 
job ts not to bring you what you want 
on TV news, but to gather the real 
news of the day and give it to you 
whether you like it or not. I know for 
having those views lam something of 
a rebel, but that’s what I believe it’s all 
about.”

Baumbach, however, is quick to 
give credit to his family for supporting 
him. ‘My father has never con- 
demned me for being different or 
anything like that,” he said.
